WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Kennedy, himself a Navy 
combat 
veteran, 
today 
honors 
hundreds of thousands of Amer­ 
icans who died in war and more 
than 22 million living veterans. 
Kennedy arranged to lead the 
nation’s loth Veterans Day cele­ 
bration by laying a wreath at 
the Tomb of the Unknowns in 
Arlington National Cemetery. 
The ceremony was set for ll 
a m. (EST), the hour the guns 
stopped firing along World War 
Vs Western Front just 45 years 
ago.

Gen. David M. Shoup, retir­ 
ing 
Marine 
commandant 
who 
won 
the 
Medal 
of 
Honor 
in 
World War II. was chosen to de­ 
liver 
the 
chief 
address 
after 
Kennedy

wreath before an honor guard 
from all the services. 
In his brief prepared speech, 
Shoup 
deplored 
that 
although 
man has made great strides in 
science and space he "has not 
yet learned to live in enduring 
peace with his fellow men." 
Must Stay Alert 
But, the Marine leader cau­ 
tioned : 
‘‘We cannot practice the de­ 
ception that 
somehow, 
without 
alertness 
and 
conscious 
effort 
on our part, an everlasting pan­ 
acea may 
develop which 
will 
abolish for all time man's oldest 
plague—war." 
Shoup said "the invisible spir­ 
its of these thousands of gallant 
Americans’* buried in Arlington 
have this hope: 
"That some day there will be 
a meeting at the summit which 
shall 
become 
as 
everlastingly 
important to humanity as the 
Sermon on the Mount." 
Once Armistice Day 
Once known as Armistice Day 
because it commemorated the 
end of World War I, the holiday 
was broadened in 1954 to honor 
those who fought in all the na­ 
tion’s wars. 
According to official figures, 
there are 22,127,000 living U.S. 
war veterans—including 23 men 
in their 90s who fought in the 
Indian wars of the West. 
Kennedy, who still suffers the 
effects of a back injury he suf­ 
fered in the Pacific in World 
War H, planned to come to Ar­ 
lington from a weekend in the 
country.

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IMPROVING EDUCATION 
Move about the country and you find 
great interest in improving and expanding 
education. Governors in many states have 
this effort high among their programs. 
Southern governors especially are eager 
to broaden their states’ educational base as 
a means of adding much more to the im­ 
pressive economic gains they have made in 
recent years. 
Some northern states, hurt by the shift 
from the older basic industries to the 
newer, science-oriented fields, are trying 
just as hard to prepare for schooling a 
better-trained labor force.

G O LD W A TE R , NIXON AND FOREIGN POLICY 


The persistence w ith which Republicans who 
w ant a ‘m iddle” sort of candidate are m entioning 
the name of Nixon can be explained in two ways, 
one favorable to Coldw ater, one not. 
Tile pro-G oldw atrr analysis stresses the al­ 
leged poverty and lack of oomph of an opposition 
th at m ust turn to somebody who lost two big- 
time contests, one for the Presidency and one for 
governor of C alifornia,'all within the space of two 
years. According to this line of thought. Romney, 
Scranton, General Clay and Nelson Rockefeller 
himself have already been tried and found w ant­ 
ing. So who is left but Nixon as a last, forlorn 
gasp of desperation? 
If this is all there is to the Nixon boom, then 
the G oldw aterites can count their man in. But 
the surprising thing is th at the name of Nixon is 
brought forth over and over again in anything 
but forlorn accents. He is m entioned as a proven 
cam paigner who. a fte r all, was defeated in 1960 
by a few doubtful votes. The Nixon fans insist 
on the positive appeal of their man, and they 
argue th at it could be all the stronger in 1964. 
because Kennedy, as the "in,” will have to defend 
some shaky policies. 
W hether this way of thinking is valid or not, 
the G oldw aterites had better proceed on the as­ 
sumption th at Nixon is far from being a paper 
tiger. The m an has m any things going for him. 
particularly when it comes to the discussion of 
foreign policy. No one who has talked with Nixon 
on the subject of the Cold WTar, or the troubles 
of the captive nations of eastern Europe, or the 
failure of our policies in Cuba and Latin America, 
can fail to be impressed with the m an’s detailed 
knowledge of international affairs. If Kennedy 
should stum ble in his efforts to m ake “peace” a 
viable D em ocratic slogan for 1964, Nixon would 
assuredly be able to wring every last ounce out 
of the failure. 
This is not to say that B arry C oldw ater has 
a defective grasp of foreign policy m atters. But 
in this particular area he has had the habit of 
tossing things off w ith a sentence. One knows 
w hat he thinks on a num ber of things, but one 
is not aw are of the processes of investigation 
and reasoning th at have led to his conclusions. 
Both Nixon and Coldwater, one feels sure, have 
identical opinions about the character of K hrush­ 
chev, or the danger of resting any real hopes on 
the test ban. or the wickedness of letting Fidel 
C astro get away w ith his contem ptuous anti-U. S. 
line. But. where Nixon can always point to a 
“position paper” in the form of an interview, or a 
speech, or a Satin day Evening Post article to 
sustain an opinion. C oldw ater has had to fall back 
on a categorical reply. 
Bob T all was in som ething of the same fix 
when he was first mentioned for the presidential 
nomination. Because his record had bren made 
largely on domestic m atters, he seemed open to 
the charge of being an “isolationist” in foreign 
policy. Of course he was anything but an isola­ 
tionist, and he eventually got around to publish­ 
ing a sm all book on his foreign policy views. It 
did him rn great am ount of good. for the Repub­ 
licans of the Forties and Fifties were in the grip 
of their “liberal” psychosis and correspondingly 
anxious to find an unquestioned ‘liberal” symbol.

Since the 
process requires one pattern for 
every part cast, molds or dies 


m utt turn out patterns at the 
same rate as the castings to be 
poured. Parts made by this pro­ 
cess can be simple or complex 
and will require minimum finish­ 
ing. Close metallurgical specifi­ 
cations can also be held in this 
process. 
Strauss attended P ratt Insti­ 
tute and New York University 
and he is now president of Na­ 
tional Diamond Laboratory Inc.

Mrs. Elenora M. Ricketts, 81, 
Indianapolis, died in Methodist 
Hospital Sunday night of injur­ 
ies suffered in the Hallow'een 
night disaster—the worst in In­ 
diana history. 
The woman was one of 385 
persons injured in the violent 
explosion 
that
